decide Controverſies within their Juriſdiftion ; Theſe 
Lords and Noblemen performing ſuch Services, and 
paying ſuch Rents, as the ſaid Kings by their Grants 
teſerved, Theſe Grantees were called Barons, and 
were ſuch as came to Parliament, and from thence it 
retains the Name of Court Baron to this Day; tho' in 
Proceſs of Time, by the Grants of ſuch Barons, theſe 
Lands and Manors came into the Hands of mean Men, 
by Purchaſe, &c, as it is at this Time. Courts Baron, 
by the Law, may be kept once every three Weeks, at 
any Place withih the Manor,

1 Roll, whereof the Steward delivereth him a Copy; 

1 from whence he is called a Copyholder. 

His Eſlate A Copyholder originally had (in Judgment of Law) 
but an Eſtate at Will, yet Cuſtom had ſo eſtabliſhed 
and affixed his Eftate, that this by the Cuſtom of the 
Manor is deſcendible, and his Heirs ſhall inherit it; 
ſo that the Cuſtom of the Manor is the Life and Soul 
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of Copyhold Eftates ; for without a Cuſtom, or if they 
break their Cuſtom, they are ſubje& to the Will of 
the Lord. And by Cuſtom, a Copyholder is to have 
his Land according to the Cuſtom, as he which had 
Freehold at Common Law, 

As a Copyhold is created by Cuſtom, ſo it is guided 
by Cuſtom. 

A Copyholder doth not derive his Eſtate out of the 
Eftate or Intereſt of the Lord only, for then the Co- 
py hold Eſtate ſhould ceaſe when the Eſtate of the Lord 
determined; but the Copyholder is in by Cuſtom. _ 

Yet it is looked upon as a baſe Eſtate, and not fo 
worthy as Freehold. 

If a Tenant at Will be outlawed, lis Eſtate is de- 
termined ; but a Copyhold is not forieited or deter- 
mined by Outlawry. 


In voluntary Grants made by the Lord himſelf, ge- Who may be 
nerally the Law neither reſpecteth the Quality of his Grantors of 
Perſon, nor the Quantity of his Eſtate; for if he be Copy holds. 


an Infant, or Non compos Mentis, an Ideot or Lunatick, 
an outlaw'd Perſon, or an Excommunicate, notwith- 
ſtanding theſe are Diſabilities at the Common Law, 
yet Grants made by him are good, by reaſon the Cu- 
ſtom of the Manor confirms them to the Copyholder, 
if the Lord's Title to the Eſtate be good and lawful, 


And *tis not material whether the Lord's Eſtate be Quality of 
in Fee Simple, Fee Tail, or Dower, or as Tenant by their Eitates.

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A Feme Covert may be a Purchaſer of Copyhold, 
and this Purchaſe ſhall ftand in Force until her Huſ- 
band diſagreeth: Nay, a Feme Covert may receive a 
Copyhold Eftate by Surrender from her Huſband, be- 
cauſe ſhe cometh not immediately by him, but b) the 
Admittance of the Lord, according to the Surrender. 

A Copyhold Intereſt cannot be transferred by any 

other Aſſurance than by Copy of Court- Roll, accord- 
ing to the Cuſtom, and that by Surrender, 
If I will exchange a Copyhold with another, I 
cannot do it by an ordinary Exchange at the Common 
Law, but we muſt ſurrender to * other's Uſe, and 
the Lord admits us accordingly, 

If I will deviſe a Copyhold, I cannot do it by 
Will at the Common Law, but I muſt ſurrender it 
to the Uſe of my laſt Will and Teſtament, and in my 
Will I muſt * 4 my Intent. 

A Surrender (where by a ſubſequent Admittance the 
Grant is to receive its Perfection and Confirmation) is 
rather 2 manifeſting the Grantor's Intentions, than 
a paſſing away any Intereſt in the Poſſeſſion ; for till 
the Admittance the Lord taketh Notice of the Grantor 
as Tenant, and he ſhall receiye the Profits of the Lands 
to his own Uſe, and hall diſcharge all Services due to 
the Lord: But yet the Intereſt is in him but ſecundum 
quid, and not abſolutely ; for he cannot paſs away the 
Eſtate to any other, or make it ſubject to any other 
Incumbrance, than it was ſubject to at the Time of 
the Surrender : Neither is any manner of Intereſt veſted 
in the Grantee before Admittance; for if he enters, he 


is a Treſpaſſer, and puniſhable in Treſpaſs; and if he 


ſurrender to the Uſe of another, this Surrender is void. 
Vet the Grantee cannot poſſibly he deluded or defrauded 
of the Effect of this Surrender; for if the Lord refuſe 


to admit him, he is compellable to do it by a Sulpœna 


in the Chancery, and the Grantor's Hands are ever 
bound from the diſpoſing of the Land any other Way, 
and his Mouth ever ſtopp'd from revoking or counter- 


Copy- 


manding his Surrender. 
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A Copyholder may ſurrender his Copyhold by At- 
torney, in caſe he be in Priſon, fick in Bed, or beyond 
the Seas ; but he may not be admitted by Attorney, 
becauſe he muſt do Fealty in Perſon, 

If a Copyholder languiſhing in Extremity ſurrenders 
out of Court to the Uſe of his Couſin in Conſideration 
of Conſanguinity, or to the Uſe of his Son in Conſi- 
deration of natural Love and Affection, and after re- 

overeth his Health before Preſentment, this Surrender 
is revocable or countermandable ; but if it be granted 
for valuable conſideration, as for the Diſcharge of 
Debts, it is binding and irrevocable ; as are likewiſe all 
other Surrenders, 

In voluntary Admittances the Lord is only eſteem'd Admittances, 
Cuſtom's Inſtrument; and if the Lord admits any one 
contrary to Cuſtom, either in Reſervation of the Rent, 
or in any other Particular, this ſhall not bind his 
Heir or Succeſſor, becauſe Cuſtom hath not ſufficiently 
confirm'd it. 

And as in Admittances upon Surrenders, ſo in Ad- 
mittances upon Deſcents, the Lord is uſed as a mere 
Inſtrument, and no manner of Intereſt paſſeth out of 
him ; and therefore neither in the one nor in the other 
is any Reſpect had unto the Quality of his Eftate in 
the Manor; for whether he hath it by Right or by 
Wrong, it is not material; theſe Admittances ſhall 
never be called in Queſtion for the Lord's Title, be-

Tho' a Man may not enter upon Lands upon a Sur- 
render before Admittance, yet the Heir upon Deſcent, 
where there is no Surrender, is to moſt Intents a per- 
fect Tenant of the Land inſtantly upon the Death of 
his Anceſtor ; for he may enter into the Land before 
Admittance, take the Profits, puniſh any Treſpaſs 
done upon the Ground, ſurrender into the Hands of 
the Lord to whoſe uſe he pleaſeth, Se. 

The Cuſtom of every Manor is compulſory in Point 
of Admittance; for either upon Pain of Forfeiture of 
their Copyhold, or of incurring ſome great Penalty, 
the Heirs of Copy holders are inforced to come into 
Court, and be admitted according to the Cuſtom, 
within a ſhort Time after Notice given of their An- 
ceſtor's Death. 


Services of Submiſſion are Homage and Fealty, which 
re certain Ceremonies uſed among Tenants, whereby 
they ſubmit themſelves unto their Lords, and bind 
themſelves by ſolemn Oath, or by faithful Promiſe, 
from that Day forward to become the Lord's Men, for 
Life, for Member, for terrens Honour, to owe unto 
him Faith for the Lands which they hold of him, 
Theſe Ceremonies are uſed at the firſt Entrance or 
Admittance of any "Tenant, to enforce him to ac- 
knowledge and confeſs himſclf Tenant unto his im- 
mediate Lord. 

Homage and Fealty differ in the following Points, 
viz. in doing Homage the "Tenant kneeleth ; in doing 
Fealty he ſtandetb. In doing Homage the Tenant 
mult remain uncover'd; in doing Fealty he may re- 
main cover'd. In doing Homage the Lord kiſſeth the 
Tenant ; in doing Fealty he kifles him not. In doing 
Homage the Tenant promiſeth to become the Lord's 
Man for Life, for Member, and terrene Honour ; and 


faithful Tenant, In ſhort, Homage eſpecially con- 
cerneth Service in War, to attend their Lords; and 
Fealty 
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Fealty was primarily deviſed for Tenants to manure 
the Lord's Ground, and carefully to diſcharge all rural 
Affairs. | 

None can do Homage but Tenants in Fee-Simple, 
or in Tail; but Copyhold Tenants for Life or Years 
are capable of doing Fealty, 

None is capable of receiving Homage but the Lord 
himſelf in Perſon ; but the Lord's Steward, or his Bai- 
liff, is capable to receive Fealty in the Lord's Behalf. 

Services of Profit are either tending to the publick 
Profit of the Kingdom, as when the Lord enjoineth 
his Tenant to amend Highways, to repair decay*d 
Bridges, or the like : Or tending to the private Profit 
of the Lord, as where the Tenant is injoined to be 
the Lord's Brewer, or is tied to pale his Lord's Park, 
manure his Lord's Lands, tile the Lord's Houſe, or 
thatch the Lord's Barns, Oc. 

Then there are annual Services as well as corporal 
Services; and accidental Services, which differ from the 
corporal and annual Services in this, that moſt acci- 
dental Services are incident to the Fee, and are due 
without ſpecial Reſervation of the Lord ; but moſt cor- 
poral Services, and all annual Services, are due upon 
ſpecial Reſervation only, and do not belong to the Fee, 


The Lord may diſtrain the Tenant's Cattle or Goods, Service.

Of- 
fences committed out of Court, of which the Stewards 
by no Poſſibility can have Cognizance without the Pre- 
ſentment of the Homage, the Power of impoſing Puniſh- 
ments for them in ſuch Caſes appertaineth to the Jurors 
of the Leet, and not unto the Steward : And theſe Pu- 
niſhments thus inflicted are termed Amerciaments. 

Offences committed in the Court, or elſewhere, of 
which the Steward can take ſufficient Notice without 


the Aſſiſtance of the Homage, are puniſhed by the 


Steward, not by the Jurors; and theſe Puniſhments 
thus impoſed are termed Fines. 

All Amerciaments muſt be affeered by the Homage, 
but Fines impoſed by the Steward are not. 

All Amerciaments and Fines are to be impoſed with 
Diſcretion and Moderation, according to the Nature 
of the Offence committed, 

Preſentment is a Denunciation of the Jurors (with- 
out any Information) of an Offence inquirable in the 
Court whereunto it is preſented, 

A Copyholder cannot in any Action real implead, 
or be impleaded, in any other Court but in the Lord's 
Court, for or concerning his Copyhold ; but in Actions 
that are merely perſonal, he may ſue or be ſued at the 
Common Law.

In ſome Caſes, Forfeitures may be mitigated by 
Cuſtom ; as for Waſte, a Copyholder to be amerced,

A Copyholder may take Houſe-Bote, Hedge Bote,

You are alſo to inquire of Bloodſheds : If any Fer- 
ſon within the Precincts of this Leet hath wiltully or 
maliciouſly drawn Blood from the Perſon of another, 
it is here puniſhable, 

If any Reſcous hath been made upon any Pe: fon 
driving of Cattle to be impounded for a Treſpaſs com- 
mitted, or any Pound-Breach hath been made, and 
Cattle illegally taken thence without due Delivery, 

Keepers and Maintainers of public Places for Card- 
ing, Dicing, Skittle-playing, and ſuch like unlawſu] 
Games, together with the Frequenters erco, ate 
here puniſhable ; ſo are alſo common Paicetors, as 

I Sedus, 
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Scolds, Brawlers, and Raiſers of Quarrels, 'Eves-drop. 
pers, ſuch as hearken after News, and carry it about 
with Intent to ſow Diſſention and Diſcord among the 
Neighbourhood. 

There's another Sort of Perſons very miſchievous, 
and indeed too numerous within this Kingdom, and 
they are ſuch as have no competent Eſtates to maintain 
them, nor will they work to get themſelves a Liveli- 
hood, but commonly ſpend the Day either in Sleep or 
Idleneſs, and in the Night they betake themſelves to 
robbing of Hen-rooſts and Fiſh-ponds, and ſuch like 
Villanies. The Law adjudges ſuch Perſons very dan- 
gerous, and ſo ought you, if any ſuch come to your 
Knowledge. 

Whoſoever ſhall take, kill, or deſtroy, any Phea- 
ſants or Partridges in the Night. time, or Hares, by 
tracing them in the Snow, or Houſe-doves or Pigeons, 
by Guns, Nets, or otherwiſe, it's here puniſhable, 

You are likewiſe to inquire of thoſe that do keep 
and make uſe of Hounds, Greyhounds and Setting- 
dogs, whereby to deſtroy the Game, that have not 
Eſtates which by the Law do qualify them for it. 

If any Victuallers have conſpired together to ſell 
their Victuals but at certain Prices, or have put to 
Sale any corrupt Victuals not wholeſome for Man's 
Body, 

It any Labourers or Artificers have combined toge- 
ther to work but at certain Rates, or at certain Times, 
or not to finiſh the Work they have begun, and under- 
taken to perform, 

If any Perſon hath uſed falſe Weights or falſe Mea- 
ſures, or double Weights or double Meaſures, that is, 
a Great to buy by, and a Small to ſell by, in Deceit 
of the People, it is here alſo puniſhable.

An Ingroſſer is one that doth buy Corn growing 
upon the Ground, (otherwiſe than by Demiſe or Grant) 
or any Butter or Cheeſe, or other Victuals, with In- 
tent to ſell the ſame again for unreaſonable Profit. 

0 A Regrator is one that in open Fair or Market doth 
buy, and get into his own Hands, Corn, or other

In 
King Alfred's Time it was done by the Sheriffs; but 
People increafing, they were forced to divide the Coun- 
ties into Hundreds, and appoint High Conſtables and 
Petty Conſtables, for the better looking after and keep- 
ing the Peace. They may command any Man to aſſiſt 
them in purſuing Felons, Riots, Aſſaults, Affrays, &c. 
They are goveri'd by the Juſtices of Peace, to whom 
they are Afliftants, - 2 hs 

The Tythingman is an Aſſiſtant to the Conſtable, 
each Hundred being divided into ſeverz! Diſtricts, over 
which is a Tythingman, to do as well the Buſinels of 
a Tythingman, as to keep the Peace.

If an Action be brought before there is any Cauſe | 


of Action, the Defendant may plead in Abatement ; 
but if a Treſpaſs was done the fourth Day of May, and 
the Plaintiff declareth the ſame to be done the Fifth or 
Firſt Day of May, when no Treſpaſs was committed 
yet if upon Evidence it falleth out that the Treſpaſs 
was done before the Action brought, it ſufficeth. 19 H. 
6.47. 5 Ed. 4. 5. 21 Ed. 4. 66. And Littleton 
faith, That the Jury may find the Defendant guilty at 
another Day than the Plaintiff ſuppoſeth ; for the Law 
of England reſpecteth more the Effect and Subſtance of 
the Matter, than every Nicety of Form and Circum- 
ſtance. 


Nite, That in Actions for Debt upon Emiſſet for 
Wares, for Money, or other Things lent, upon an 
Inſimul computaſſent, Action of Treſpaſs, Battery or 
upon the Caſe, &c. you are not tied to lay the cer- 


tain Day, but you may lay it at any Time after the

If there be Words in a Declaration which have no 
Signification, or Words ſuperfluous, the Words ſhall 
be adjudged to be void Words, and ſhall not hurt the 
Declaration ; but the Declaration ſhall be taken as if 
theſe Words were left out of it, Superflua non nocent.

If the Plaintiff do alter his Declaration, the Defen- 
dant may alter his Plea; for by the Amendment of it,

If after Proceſs executed, the Defendant doth ap- 
pear, and the next Court after gives a Rule to declare, 
and the Plaintiff doth not file his Declaration within 
the Time ; then upon ſuch Default the Plaintiff is non- 
ſuited ; and the Defendant may have his Coſts to he 
taxed; for which taxing there is nothing due to the 
Steward, but he receives two Shillings for entring the 
Judgment, and two more for the Execution. 

In every Caſe where the Plaintiff may have Coft; 
againſt the Defendant, there if the Plaintiff be non. 
ſuited, or a Verdict paſs againſt him, the Defendant 
ſhall have his Coſts; as in Treſpaſs, Debt, Covenant 
by Specialty, or upon Contract, Actions upon the 
Caſe, or upon the Statute for perſonal Wrongs: Ad- 
miniſtrators or Executors ſhall not pay any Coſts either 
upon Nonſuit or Verdict, becauſe their Actions are 
brought upon Debts or Contracts not made between 
them and the Defendants. But if they bring Actions 
for Things done to themſelves, as for taking away of 
Goods from them, &c. and they be nonſuit, or Ver- 
dict paſs againſt them, in this Cafe they ſhall pay 


Coſts. 


After the Plaintiff hath appeared, and Declaration 
filed, upon the Appearance of the Defendant, Impat- 
lance is to be entred. Imparlance is, when the De- 
fendant being to anſwer the Suit or Action of the 
Plaintiff, defireth ſome Time of Reſpite to adviſe him- 
ſelf the better what he ſhall anſwer, being nothing elle 
but a Continuance of the Cauſe till a further Day. 

Continuance is after a Suit is begun, and the Plain- 
tiff hath declared. He muſt continue his Suit from 
Court-day to Court- day, or elſe the adverſe Party may 
take Advantage of it: And this is called Continuance, 
being but only a Proroguing of a Suit from Time to 
Time, to keep it in Being; and it is by the Act or 
Order of the Court, and ſometimes by the Agree- 
ment of the Attornies of both Parties, l 

The 
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The Rule, or dies Datus, is when further Day is 
wen to the Plaintiff to put in his Declaration, or to 
the Defendant to put in his Anſwer: The Time is uſu- 
ally the next Court-day, and if Occaſion, a Rule for 
Fourteen Days more. 

The next Court after the Filing the Declaration, and 
Imparlance given, the Defendant is to put in his An- 
ſwer, which he pleadeth, and faith in Bar, to avoid 
the Action of the Plaintiff, either by Confeſſing and 
Avoidance, or Traverſing and denying the material 
Parts thereof: It muſt be legal, full and perfect; for 
a bad or inſufficient Plea is in Law no Plea. 

If Iſſue be not joined upon the Anſwer, then the 
Plaintiff is to file the Replication to the Anſwer of 
the Defendant, which muſt affirm and purſue his De- 
claration, 

Then the Defendant muſt put .in his Rejoinder to 
the Plaintiff's Replication, which muſt purſue and 
confirm his Anſwer ; for every Rejoinder ought to 
have theſe two Properties ſpecially, that is, it ought 
to follow and enforce the Matter of the Bar, and alſo 
to be a ſufficient Anſwer to the Replication. 

If the Parties be not at Iſſue by reaſon of ſome new 
Matter diſcloſed in the Defendant's Rejoinder, if there 
be Cauſe, the Plaintiff may ſur-rejoin to the faid Re- 
joinder; but it falleth out very ſeldom, The Sur- 
rejoinder is a ſecond Defence of the Plaintiff's Decla- 
ration, oppoſite to the Defendant's Rejoinder. 

Whenſoever the Counſel of the Parties are of Opi- 
nion, that the Declaration or Plea of the adverſe Party 
is inſufficient in Law, then he demurreth or abideth 
in Law, and referreth the ſame to the Judgment of 
the Court, Now there is no Demurrer in Law, but 
when it is joined; and therefore when a Demurrer is 
offer'd by the one Party, as is aforeſaid, the adverſe 
Party joineth with him ; and thereupon the Demurrer 
is ſaid to be joined, and then the Cauſe is by the Counſel 
of both Sides argued in open Court, 

When the Declaration, Anſwer, Replication, &c. 


are defectiye in reſpect of ſome Circumſtance of Time 
| or 
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or Place, it may be remedied by Conſent of the Court 
or Parties, or by Motion to the Steward. 

Non ſum informatus is a formal Anſwer of Courſe 
made by an Attorney; whereby he is deemed to leave 
his Client undefended, and Judgment paſſeth for the 
adverſe Party. 

Ni dicit is a Failing to put in an Anſwer to the 
Plaintiff's Declaration by the Day aſſigned; which if 
the Defendant do, Judgment ſhall paſs againſt him, be.

The Mature and Kinds of Actiom, 
and of Pleadings, &c. 


mince. ACTIONS are commonly divided into Fire 
2 * Parts, or Particulars, viz. Action Perſonal, Ac- 
tion Real, Action Mix'd, Action Civil, Action Penal, 
A Perſonal Action is that which one Man may have 
againſt another, by reaſon of any Contract for Money 
or Goods, or for any Offence done by him, or ſome 
other for whoſe Fact he is anſwerable. A real Action 
is that whereby a Demandant claims Title to have a 
Freehold in any Lands or Tenements, Rents or Com- 
| mons in Fee-Simple, Fee-Tail, or for Life. Action 
ö mix'd is that which lieth as well againſt or for the 
a Thing which we ſeek, as againſt the Perſon that hath 
it, and is call'd mix'd, as a Reſpect both to the Thing 
and the Perſon; and this Action ſeeks both the Thing 
whereof we are deprived, and a Satisfaction for the un- 
juſt Detention. Action Civil is that which tends 
only to the Recovery of that which by reaſon of any 
Contract or other like Cauſe is due to us; as if a Man 
by Action ſeek to recover a Sum of Money formerly 
lent. Action penal aims at ſome Penalty or Puniſh- 
ment in the Party ſued, be it corporal or pecuniary. 


Action 
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Aion of Debt lies where any Sum of Money is Particular 
due to a Man by reaſon of Account, Bargain, Con- Actions, and 
tract, Obligation, or other Specialty, to be paid at a rſt Debt.

And although there is a Limitation of Time for 
demanding and recovering of Book-Debts, &c. yet 
there is no Limitation in Caſe of Specialties, as Bonds, 
oe 

Whilſt an Account is current, there lies only an 
Action of Account; but when it is ſtated under Hand, 
and the Ballance agreed, then it turns to an Action 
of Debt for the Ballance. 

Huſband ſhall be charged with the Debts of his 
Wife only during her Life, 

If a Man die without receiving a Debt due to his 
Wife, the Wife ſhall have the Action, and not his 
Executors. 

If a Man make another his General Receiver, who 
receiveth Money, and maketh an Acquittance, and 
payeth not his Maſter, yet that Payment diſchargeth 
the Debtor, 

An Acquittance is a good Bar if nothing be paid. 

Payment on a fingle Obligation or Bill, requires 
Acquittance to be a Bar; but in Obligations with 
Conditions, no Acquittance is neceſſary. 

No Copy of a Deed or Will may be produced in 
Court as Evidence, only Originals. 

Where a Man pleads any Deed, he muſt offer it 
in Court; and the other Party may refuſe to plead, 
until he has a Copy of it. 

The firſt Grant and laſt Will ſtands in Force, 

Payment of Principal and Intereſt due upon a 
Bond is a good Diſcharge and Bar, though it be not 
done exactly at the Time limited; and ſhall be 
deemed a full Satisfaction and Performance, if ſuch 
Principal and Intereſt be brought into Court. 

An Heir has no Benefit of Money lent on Mort- 
gage, Sc. by his Anceſtor, unleſs the Word Heirs bs

The Sheriff being Plaintiff, it 
was allowed for a principal Challenge, that the De- 
ſendant was indebted to the Juror, If any one or 
more of the Jury be returned at the Denomination of 
the Party, Plaintiff or Defendant, the whole Array 
ſhall be quaſhed. If there be a Challenge for Coſi- 
nage, he that taketh the Challenge muſt ſhew how 
the Juror is Colin, If one within the Age of one 
and twenty Years be returned, it is a good Cauſe of 
Challenge. 

A Jury impanclled may not be challeng'd after 
they are (worn; but if the principal Panel do once 
appear full, the Challenge may be taken to the Panel 
before any be ſworn, or otherwiſe it comes too late. 

If a full Jury do not appear, as many as make De- 
fault may be amerced. 


Of Difireſs. 


Diſtreſs is where one doth take and diſtrain the 
Beaſts, Cattle, and other Things, of another 
Man, in ſome Ground or Place, for Debt, or other 

Duty behind, or for ſome Wrong or Damage done. 
None can break a Man's Houſe in the Night-time 
to execute any Proceſs, or to do any miniſterial Act; 
for the Law giveth no Colour to break a Man's 
Houſe by Night, unleſs in the Caſe of Treaſon, Fe- 

lony, or the like, 

None 
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None can be diſtrained that are out of the Jui. 
dition of the Court. 

No Diſtreſs can be made in the Night, but ſor 
Damage-teaſant. 

The Bailiff may attach a Man by his Goods, citins 
him to appear and anſwer ſuch a Day, at ſuch a May; 
Suit, in ſuch a Court, and for ſuch a Cauſe; or he 
may only give the Defendant Warning (in the Px. 
ſence of two others) to appear ſuch a Day, in ſuch 
Court, at ſuch a Man's Suit, and it is ſufficient; and 
if an Attachment be made, it muſt be of ſuch Goo; 
(of the Defendant's own proper Goods) as are Moye. 
ables, vi. mere Chattels Perſonal, which may be 9. 
ſeited by Outlawry, and not Immoveables. 

Horſes joined to a Car may not be ſever'd; neither 
may Sheep be diſtrained, if there be a ſufficient D.

No Man ſhall drive a Diſtreſs out of the County 
where it was taken; nor out of the Hundred, except 
it be to a Pound covert within the ſame Shire, not 
above three Miles diſtant. 

A Diſtreſs may not be impounded in ſeveral Places

Sir Charles Rawley deviſed Copyhold Lands to his 
Daughters, without ſurrendering them to the Uſe of 
his laſt Will and died; Carew Rawley his Son and 
Heir entered and mortgaged them for 400 J. the 


Mortgagee aſſigned his Mortgage to one of the Plain- 


tifs, The firſt Queſtion was, whether the Want of 
a Surrender ſhould be ſupplied for the Benefit of the 
Daughters, ſeeing they had a very large Proviſion beſides 
the Copyhold Land? The fecond was, whether the 
Mortgage which was taken and aſſigned without No- 
tice of Sir Charles's Deviſe, ſhould be fiiſt diſcharged ? 
Cowper, Lord Chancellor, as to the firſt decreed, that 
the Want of a Surrender ſhould be ſupplied for the 
Benefit of the Daughters notwithſtanding their Pro- 
viſion, becauſe the Father was the beſt Judge what 


was a ſufficient Proviſion for them. As to the ſe- 


cond he decreed, that the Mortgage being had with- 
out Notice ſhould be firſt diſcharged, there having 
been Laches in the Daughters. I/eecks v. Gore, 6 
Vin. Abr. 57. pl. 24. 

Surrender is not to be ſupplied where it will put the 
Younger Children in better Condition than the Elder. 
Roſs v. Refs, 6 Vin. Abr. 58. pl. 18. 
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Bill by Plaintiffs for an Injunction againſt Defen- 


dant, eldeſt Son of a Copyholder, to make good the 


Defe& of a Surrender of a Copy Fold in Favour of a 
Will, whereby the Father gave this Copyhold, and all 
other his Eſtate for Maintenance of Plaintiffs, his 
younger Children, till 21, and then to be divided 
amongſt Plaintiffs, and Defendant to have a Share, 
Lord Chancellor ſaid the Rule is, When the eldeſt Son 
is totally diſinherited, not to interpoſe, and this is very 
near to a total Diſinheriſon, the Eldeſt not being to 
have any thing till the Youngeſt are of Age. Injunc- 
tion denied. Hicken & a v. Hicken, 6 Vin. Abr, 
p. 59. pl. 20. | 

On Appeal to Lord Chancellor, the Caſe was, S. M. 
having Iſſue three Daughters, viz. Mary, Martha, and 


Samuela, and having freehold Lands in A. J. and V. 


and ſome Copy holds in J. (ſome of which ne had ſur- 
rendered to the Uſe of his Will) he made a Will, and 
deviſed Part to Truſtees for Charities, and to each of 
his two Daughters Martha and Samuela, diſtin Part 
of his freehold Lands, and Money and Legacies, to 
his Wife the Houſe he lived in, and ſeveral Cloſes by 
Name, till his Daughter Mary ſhould attain 21, and 
then are theſe Words, „And after then the Houſe 
and Grounds, and all other my Meſſuages, Cottages, 
Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments whatſoever in 
A. J. and W. not herein before otherwiſe diſpoſed 
of, with their and every of their Appurtenances, 
unto my ſaid Daughter Mary, and to the Heirs of 
her Body, to enter upon at her Age of 21, and not 
ſooner.” 9 

Mary marries Plaintiff Andrews, and Bill brought 
by them for an Injunction, and to have the Want of a 
Surrender ſupplied. 

Quzre 1. Whether the Words of the Will were 
ſufficient to paſs the other Copyhold in A. to the 


Daughter Mary? 


2. If Equity ſhould ſupply the Want of a Surrender 
in this Caſe? .

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Heard at the Rolls 10 Feb. 1732. and held that the 
Copyhold not deviſed to Charities did paſs by general 
Words to Plaintiff Mary, and that Equity ſhould 
ſupply the Want of a Surrender, and decreed accord- 
ingly, and a perpetual Injunction, 

Ejectment was tried before Juſtice Cowper, and a 
Caſe made for the Opinion of C. B. where it was 
held, that the Words were ſufficient to paſs Copyhold, 
and the Maſter of the Rolls of the ſame Opinion ; and 
as to the ſecond Point, the Parent is the proper Judge 
of the Proviſion of his Children, and here is no Chil- 
dren unprovided for, 2 Fg. Caf. Abr. 234. 

Upon Appeal to Lord Chancellor it was objected, 
that the Copyhold Lands did not paſs, and that Equity 
ought not to aid a Surrender to the Prejudice of two 
other Siſters, who with Plaintiff were Heirs at Law, 
and Plaintiff better provided for than the two other 
Siſters, excluſive of Copyhold, and here there were 
other Freehold Lands whereon the general Words 
might operate, | 

Lord Chancellor ſaid, The Rule of Evidence is the 
ſame here as at Law ; the proper Evidence of Surren- 
ders, or Title to a Copy hold, is the Court Roll, or a 
Copy of it; or it muſt appear they exiſted once, and 
are loſt, &c, and ſo make Way to go into a parol 
Evidence. | 

Plaintiff has no Title at Law, and as to an Equity 
Title, if it does not appear to be Teſtator's Intent to 
give this Copyhold to Mary, the Court ought not to 
give it, but muſt expound and collect Teſtator's In- 
tent from the Words of the Will. It is clear, that 
the general Words, (viz. of all other) will take in 
the Reſt of Copyhold as well as Freehold ; as to Caſes 
where a Surrender is not ſupplied, they ftand upon 
this Reaſon, that the Intention could not be collected 
to give Land to Uſes to which Teſtator could not give 
them; but when the Intention can be collected, though 
there are improper Words, yet they paſs in Conſide- 
ration of this Court, where if there had been a Sur- 
render, they would have pafled in Favour of Credi- 
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tors, &c, and was of Opinion, that the Teſtator in- 
tended to compriſe Copyhold in the Deviſe to his 
Daughter Mary, and if he did ſo, the Rule is gene- 
ral, that ſuch Deviſe is good to a Wife, younger 


Children or Creditors. But objected that Mary is not 


the youngeſt Child, ſhe is indeed eldeſt, but Piece of 
a whole Heir at Law, and if ſole Heir, yet it is com- 
mon in Caſes of Portions, that the Eldeſt is conſidered 
as the Youngeſt if not provided for. In Caſe of Bo- 
rough Engliſh, the Youngeſt muſt be conſidered as 
Heir ; ſo in Gavel-kind, in Regard to what does not 
deſcend in common they ſtand in Place of younger 
Children; to determine otherwiſe would be to deter- 
mine upon Words, and not according to the Nature 
of Things. | , 

As to the Proviſion made for Mary, he don't know 
that the Court hath gone minutely into the Conſidera- 
tion of that, &c. otherwiſe where the Heir is totally 
diſinherited. In Boſs and Boſs the Heir had but 61. a 
Year, and de minimis non curat lex, and in Effect a 
total Diſheriſon ; but where there is a Proviſion not 
unreaſonable, and where the Heir is not left in a de- 
ſpicable Condition, the Court has not gone ſo far. In 
Caſe of Burton and Floid, it was laid down by Lord 
Harcourt in the ſtrongeſt Terms, and there, after an 
Eftate Tail a Surrender was ſupplied, and here De- 
fendants claim another Eſtate by the ſame Will, and 
where a Deviſee claims a Bounty, he muſt take the 
Whole, or reject the Whole, according to the Will, 
Decree was affirmed. 

The Quantum of a Proviſion of a Child is in the 
Father's Power and Diſcretion, A Man is bound by 
Nature to provide for all his Children, and in this 
Caſe the Father had provided for two, and intended 
to provide for the third ; he intended to make a com- 
pleat Proviſion, and give all that he had among his 
three Daughters, and to Jeave nothing to deſcend, 
Andrews v. Waller, 6 Vin, Abr. 237. pl. 12. 

Where a younger Child comes into Equity to have 
the Want of a durrender of a Copyhold ſupplied, be

muſt be wholly unprovided for, or have but a very 
light Proviſion, tho? there have been great Variety of 
Opinions upon this Point ; and where all the Children 
have been well provided for, the Court has ſupplied 
the Want of a Surrender againſt the Heir, becauſe the 
Father was the beſt Judge in what Manner to provide 
for his Children; and I believe, Lord Cowper was the 
firſt who refuſed it, becauſe the younger Child was 
greatly provided for, and the Heir had little or no- 
thing. M/ely's Rep. 370. 

A Deviſe of a Copyhold to a Charity, ſhall be a 
good Appointment within the Statute of Charitable 
Uſes, though there was no Surrender to the Uſe of 
the Will. Nel. Ch. Rep. 75. 

If a Copy holder, having agreed for the Sale of his 
Copy hold, and received. the Purchaſe Money, dies be- 
fore Surrender made, Equity will ſupply the Want of 
the Surrender. Barker and Hill, 2 Ch. Rep. 218, 
The like in Caſe of a Mortgage, where the Surrender 
became void by the Cuſtom, not being preſented 
within twelve Months. Taylor and I/heeler, 2 Vern. 
566. The like where the Mortgagor afterwards ſold 
the Lands to a third Perſon, who had notice of the 
Mortgage. Jennings and Mocre, 2 Vera. bog. Ce/tui 
que Truſt of a Copyhold Eſtate having an Equitable In- 
tereſt only, may deviſe it without a Surrender. 2 Lern. 
680, | 

Proviſion being made by a Will for younger 
Children out of Copyhold Lands, a Defe& in the 
durrender was ſupplied in Chancery againſt the Eldeſt 
don and Heir, Hardbam and Roberts, 1 Vern. 132. 
The like as well for an Elder as Younger Son in the 
Caſe of Gavelkind Lands. 2 Vern, 163. But a De- 
cree ſupplying the Defect of a Surrender in the Caſe 
of a Deviſe to a Grandſon was reverſed in the Houſe 
of Lords; where it was held that Equity ought not to 
ſupply ſuch a Defe& in Disfavour of the Heir at Law, 
unleſs it were in Favour of a Son or Daughter, nor 
then neither if it was to diſinherit the Eldeſt Son.

Of ADMITTANCES. 


HERE are three Sorts of Admittances, vi. up- 
on voluntary Grant, Surrender, and Deſcent. 

And none can inherit as Heir any manner of Lands 
in Fee Simple, but he that is Heir unto him of the 
whole Blood. 

As to voluntary Grants made by the Lord, in ſome 
Senſe he may be ſaid to be the abſolute Owner of the 
Land, and may diſpoſe of it at his Pleaſure ; yet he 


— 


is bound to obſerve the Cuſtom of the Manor in his 


Grants; neither can he alter the Rents, Eftate or 
Tenure. 

If the Cuſtom doth warrant an Eftate to a Woman 
durante Viduitate only, and the Lord admits for Life, 
that ſhall not bind the Heir. 

The Lord himſelf may grant or make Admittances 
out of the Manor at what Place he pleaſeth, but fo 
cannot the Steward, 4 Rep. 26, 27. 

Surrenders of Copyhold are not to be likened to Sur- 
renders at Common Law; for if a Copyholder in Fee 
ſurrenders to the Uſe of another for Life, nothing more 
paſſeth out of him than ſhall ſerve the Eſtate limited 
to the Uſe; and he which hath the Surrender, ſhall 


not pay any Fine for Re-admittance to the — 
or

for this continues always in him, 9 Rep. 107. Pod- 


ger's Caſe. 

Admittances made by Diſſeiſors, Abators, Intru- 
ders, Tenant at Sufferance, or others who have de- 
feaſible Titles, are good againſt them who have Right, 
becauſe they are lawful Acts, and they were compel- 
lable to do the ſame. Co. Lit. 58. 6. 

If the Lord, pro Tempere, of a Copyhold Manor be 
Lefſee for Life or for Years, Guardian, or any who 
had particular Intereſt, or Tenant at Will of a Manor 
accept a Surrender, and after, before Admittance, the 
Leſſee for Life dies, or the Years, Intereſt, Cuſtody, 
or the Will, is determined, altho' the next Lord comes 
in paramount the Leaſe for Lite or Years, the Cuſtody 
or the particular Intereſt, or Tenancy at Will, yet he 
ſhall be compelled to make Admittance according to 
the Surrender.

If a Copyholder ſurrender to the Uſe of another, 


and after the Lord having Knowledge of this, ac- 
cepts the Rent of Ce/iuy gue Uſe out of Court, this is 
an Admittance in Law, 1 RolPs Abr.

Any Act to imply the Conſent of the Lord to the 
Surrender, ſhall be a good Admittance :

If the Steward accept a Fine of a Copyholder, it 
amounts to an Admittance.

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The Admittance of Tenant for Life or Years ſhall 
be an Admiſſion of all in Remainder, per Hale ; and 
there is no Inconvenience in it, for Fines are to be paid 
by the particular Remainder, The Eſtate is bound 
by the Surrender, and ſhall go to them in Remainder, 
Mod.

The Lord may refuſe to admit by Attorney him to 
whoſe Uſe a Surrender was made, for that he ought 
to do Fealty, which he cannot do by Attorney, 
9 Rep.

The Steward of the Manor may make Admittance 
upon a Surrender out of Court, as well as in Court, 
4 Rep.

Uſe he pleaſeth, paying the Lord his Fine. 

The Lord may avow upon him before Admittance, 
for Arrears of Rents, or other Services. 

There ſhall be a Peſſeſſio Fratris before Admittance; 
for if a Copyholder in Fee have Iſſue a Son and Daugh- 
ter by one Venter, and a Son by another Venter, and 
his Son by the firſt Venter enter into the Land and 
dieth before Admittance, the Daughter ſhall inherit as 
Heir to her Brother, and not the Son by the ſecond 
Venter as Heir to his Father, | 

The Heir before Admittance is not a compleat Te- 
nant to all Intents and Purpoſes ; for before that he 
cannot be ſworn of the Homage, and he cannot main- 
tain a Plaint in the Nature of an Aſſiſe in the Lord's 
Court, till he is admitted. Co. on Copyb. 
| Copyholder dies, the Lord admits a Stranger, the 
Heir may enter, and upon Re-entry maintain an 
Action of Treſpaſs without Admittance.

If a Copyholder of Inheritance ſurrender to the 


Uſe of another and his Heirs, and he to whoſe * 
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the Surrender is made dies before Admittance, and 
after the Lord admits his Heir, he ſhall be in by Pur- 
chaſe, and not by Deſcent; for he is in by the Lord, 
for nothing was in his Father by the Surrender before 
Admittance.

In the ninth Year of his late Majeſty's Reign, an 
Act was made to enable Lords of Manors more eafi| 
to recover their Fines, and to exempt Infants and 
Femes Covert from Forfeitures of their Copyhold E. 
ſtates in particular Caſes, as follows: 

Where any Perſons under the Age of twenty. ore 
Years, or Femes Covert, ſhall be intitled by Deſcent 
or Surrender to the Uſe of a laſt Will ; to be admit- 
ted Tenant of any Copyhold Tenements, ſuch Infant 
or Feme Covert, in their proper Perſons, or ſuch 
Feme Covert by her Attorney, or ſuch Infant by his 
Guardian, or in caſe he have no Guardian, then by 
his Attorney (for which Purpoſe they are impower'd, 
by writing to make Attornies) ſhall appear at one of 
the three next Courts which ſhall be kept for ſuch 
Manor, whereof ſuch Tenements ſhall be Parcel, and 
ſhall there tender themſelves to be admitted Tenants ; 
and in Default of ſuch Appearance and of Acceptance 
of ſuch Admitrance, the Lord or his Steward, after 
three Courts holden and Proclamations made, may 
nominate at any ſubſequent Court, any fit Perſon to 
be Guardian or Attorney for ſuch Infant or Feme Co- 
vert for that Purpoſe only ; and by ſuch Guardian or 
Attorney may admit ſuch Infant or Feme Covert, 
and impoſe ſuch Fine as might have been impoſed, if 
ſuch Infant had been of full Age, or ſuch Feme Co- 
vert unmarried.

and if the Lord after the Fine and Coſts ſatisfied or 
tender'd, ſhall refuſe to deliver Poſſeſſion, he ſhall be 
liable to make Satisfaction for all Damages and Coſts, 
Stat. 9 Geo. c. 29. F. 3. 

Where any Infant or Feme Covert ſhall be admit- 
ted to any Copyhold Tenements, if the Guardian of 
ſuch Infant, or Huſband of ſuch Feme Covert, ſhall 
pay the Lord the Fine and the Coſts, then the Guar- 
dian or the Huſband, their Executors, &c, may enter 
into and hold the ſaid Copyhold Tenements, and re- 
ceive the Rents, till they be ſatisfied all the Money 
they ſhall diſburſe on the Account aforeſaid, notwith- 
ſtanding the Death of ſuch Infant or Feme Covert. 
Stat. 9 Geo, c. 29. F. 4. 

No Infant or Feme Covert ſhall forfeit any Copy- 
hold, for Neglect or Refuſal to pay any Fine impoſed 
on their Admittance.

If the Fine impoſed in any of the Caſes before men- 
tioned ſhall not be warranted by the Cuſtom of the 
Manor, ſuch Infant or Feme Covert ſhall be at Li- 
berty to controvert the Legality of ſuch Fine, as they 
might have done if this Act had not been made, Same 
Stat. g Gee. c.

A Feoffment will not deſtroy a Copy hold Eſtate in- 
tailed, neither will a Fine or Recovery at Common 
Law, for Common Law Affurances do not work upon 
the Aſſurance of the Copyhold, 

But a Fine may work to the Deſtruction of an 
Eftate, where it is not preſerved by ſpecial Cuſtom : 
So for Recovery, that that which is in Demand, is 
the Freehold, If the Recovery were in the Lord's 
Court, there the Eſtate may be turned to a Right, and 
a Recovery at Common Law cannot bar a Copyhold 
Eftate, becauſe the Recovery in Value, to which 
the Warranty is annexed, doth not go according to 
the Copyhold, but according to the Freehold, 

A Copyhold, while it is in Suſpenſe, may be barred 
by a Fine at the Common Law, and one cannot be a 
48 in Tail, and have the Inheritance of Free- 
hold in himſelf, it muſt be ſuſpended for a Time. 

Where by the Cuſtom Plaints have been made in 
the Court of a Manor, in the Nature of real Actions,

Copy; the Court may well continue for that Purpoſe, 
as to Admittance of Copyholders, for otherwiſe every 
one by his own Act may deſtroy his Copyholder's E- 
ſtate, Cro.

If the Lord of a Manor grants a Copyhold, ren- 
dering Rent prefato Domino at a certain Time, & Ser- 
vitia de Jure debita & conſueta, his Heirs and Aſſigns 
after his Death ſhall have this Rent, this being reſet- 
ved by a Copy. 2 RolPs Abr. 450. Criſp and Fryar. 

The Lord may diſtrain a Copyholder for his Rent, 
as well as ſeize.

The Lord, after Acceptance of Rent, cannot enter 
upon the Leſſee of a Copyholder. 1 Keb. 15. 

A Codyholder's Leaſe is no Diſſeiſin, though it be 
2 Forfeiture, nor doth it alter the Eſtate of the Lord, 
2 Keb. 598. INE, 

Copyholder made a Leaſe for Years by Licence, and 
Leſſee died; this ſhall not be accounted Aſſets in the 
Hands of the Executors. Popham 188. But if Copy- 
holder make a Leaſe for a Vear, this is a Leaſe by the 
Common Law, and not cuſtomary, and ſhall be ac- 
counted Aſſets in the Hands of the Executors of the 
Leſſee. Popham 188, Yelv. 
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A Copyholder may make a Leaſe for one Year with. 
out Licence, for that it is warranted by the Law, by 
Force of the general Cuſtom of the Realm. Lit. 234. 

If the Lord give Licence to the Copyholder for Life, 

to let the Copyhold for Five Years, the Copyholder 
may leaſe this for Three Years, for this is comprehend. 
ed within the Licence, inaſmuch as he had given him 
Licence to let for more Years, M. 15 Jac. B. R. 
Fridge and Bambridge. 
If the Lord give Licence to a Copyholder for Life 
to leaſe the Copyhold for five Years, if the Copyhol- 
der ſhall ſo long live, and he lets this for five Years 
generally, without this Limitation, [if he ſhall ſo long · 
live] yet this is a good Purſuance of the Limitation, 
and ſo a good Performance; for the Leaſe is deter. 
minable by his Death by a Limitation in Law, and 
therefore ſo much is implied by the Law as if he had 
made the actual Limitation, Ny 121. Hart and A.. 
rowſmith, But if the Copy holder had an Eſtate in 
Fee, it had been a Forfeiture to have made an abſolute 
Leaſe, becauſe in this Caſe he doth more than he was 
licenſed to do.

Land is accounted uſually demiſeable when it is 
always demiſed. Tenant in Tail lets a Copyhold by 
Indem ure, rendering the ſame Rent as before; it is a 
good Leaſe within the Statute of 32 H. 8. 

And Copyholds grantable for Three Lives by the 
Cuſtom, may be demiſed by Indenture for Three 
Lives; for Eſtates granted by Copy were in Judgment 
of Law an Eftate at Will; and Lands which have 
been accuſtomed to be demiſed at Will by thoſe which 
have the Inheritance of the Land, rendering Rent, 
are Lands accuſtomably let to Farm within the Statute 
of 13 Elix.

A Leaſe for Life may be made in Reverſion of a 
Copyholder, according to the Cuſtom. 

Underwoods may be demiſed by Copy to one and 
his Heirs, for the Underwood is a Thing of Inheri- 
tance, for after every Cutting down they will grow 
again, Cre, El. 413. Hoe's Caſe. 


Tithes may be demiſed by Copy, according to the 


Cuſtom of the Manor, for they may be Parcel of a 
Manor, as well as a Rent- Charge. Com, P. 43 Eliz. 
Sands and Drury. 

The Lord licenſed his Copyholder to make a Leaſe 
of his Copyhold for Twenty-one Years, to begin at 
Michaelmas following, and he made a Leaſe accordingly 
by Indenture; and alſo before Michaelmas, by Deed 
made another Leaſe to another for one and twenty 
Years, to begin alfo at Michaelmas following. Per 
Anderſon, the making of the ſecond Leaſe was a For- 
feiture, 3 
If a Copyholder make a Leaſe contrary to the 
Cuſtom, it is a Forfeiture before the Entry of the 
Leſſee, Moore, Caſe 329. 

If the Copyholder make a Leaſe for Years by 
Licence of the Lord, the Leſſee may aſſign this over, 
or make an Under-Leaſe without any new Licence, 
for the Intereſt of the Lord was diſcharged by the firſt 
Licence.

A Lord at Will of a Copyhold Manor cannot give 
Licence to a Copyholder to make a Leaſe for Years, 
although that he may grant a Copyhold for Life, ac- 
cording to the Cuſtom.

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If a Lord for Life of a Copyhold Manor give Li. 
cence to a Tenant to make a Leaſe for Years, this 
Leaſe ſhall not —_— longer than the Liſe of the 
Lord.

If a Copyholder — a 1 for Years by Li. 
cence of the Lord, and dies without Heir, the Years 
not expired; ſome ſay the Lord may enter, for the 
Eſtate out of which this Leaſe was derived is determin- 
ed. Yelp. contra. This Licence ſhall be taken as a 
Confirmation of the Leaſe, and the Leaſe ſhall be good 
againſt him. Popham 188. 

If the Steward in full Court licenſes a Copyholder to 
leaſe his Copyhold for twent, or thirty Years more or 
leſs, at his Pleaſure, in the Abſence of th. Lord, it is 
good, for he is Judge in the Court; and when he 
makes it, and enters it in the Roll, the Lord cannot 
enter for Forfeiture, becauſe of his Leaſe; for when 
the Stewaid hath entered it, That at this Court came 
A. B. and craved Licence of the Lord to let, &c. To 
whom the Lord gave Licence, c. the Lord is eftop- 
ed to ſay the contrary, but that he gave Licence. The 
ſame Law is where a Copyholder is admitted in Court, 
and entered in the Roll, to whom the Lord by ſucht 
a one or his Steward granted him Seifin, the Lerd 
cannot afterwards gainſay his Admittance, 2 Ea.

Deſendant, Lord of the Manor, but no Admittance 
upon it, nor any Fine that appeared. Sir Henry had 
Iſue the other Plaintiff his eldeſt Son, and Fane 
died, The Bill charges, that Defendants pretending 
that Plaintiffs, -by leaſing a Meadow, Part of the 
Copyhold, without Licence from them, contrary to 
the Cuſtom of the Manor, had forfeited the ſaid 
Copyhold Meadow to them as Lords of the ſaid 
Manor, who inſiſted upon the ſaid Forfeiture, and 
brought an Ejectment againſt the Plaintiff, Sir Henry, 
to recover the Poſſeſſion; the Bill therefore prayed to 
be relieved againſt the ſaid Forfeiture, upon payment 
of Coſts, &c. 

Defendants by their Anſwer inſiſt, that the Cuſtom 
of the Manor was eſtabliſhed by Decree of this Court, 
36 Flix. yet the Plaintiff, Sir H. Peachy, 25 Fanu- 
ary 1714, had made a Leaſe of this Copyhold Mea- 
dow to one Allen for 11 Years, 13/. per Ann. with- 
out Licence from Defendants, and they do inſiſt upon 
this Leaſe as a poſitive and wilful Breach of the Cuſtom, 
and alſo, that the Plaintiff had forfeited ſeveral other 
Copyhold Tenements, by grubbing up Hedges, Top- 
ping, and Lopping Timber Trees, and Digging 
Quarries, Se. 

Plaintiffs upon this bring a ſupplemental Bill, and 
charge, that the ſeveral Leaſes referred to by the An- 
ſwer, were made by one Dee, then Steward to De- 
fendants, Ic. and were made without any Deſign to 
prejudice Defendants; and as to pretence of Waſte, 
they charge, that about twenty-five Years ago Defen- 
dants did ſell ſeveral Timber Trees to ſeveral Copy- 
holders, and among the reſt ſome to Plaintiff, with 
Liberty to carry them off in fifteen Years, which was 
the ſame Timber, and no other; that as to Hedges 
grubb'd up, they were ſuch as grew between Copy- 
hold Lands on both Sides, and not between Copyhold 
and Freehold. | 

The Anſwer to this Bill admitted Dee to be 


Steward to Defendants, and put the other Matters in 


Iſſue. 


Counſel 
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Counfel for Plaintiffs cited ſeveral Caſes of Relief 
againſt Forfeitures in this Court, and particularly in 
the Cafes of Copyhold, Cox v. Higford Tempore Har. 
court C. Bill brought to be relieved againſt a Forfei- 
ture of a Copyhold, in which Caſe Mr. Vernon cited 
ſeveral Caſes for the Plaintiff, (/cil.) Thomas v Porter, 
Chan. Caſes 95, where Relief was decreced in Caſe 
of voluntary Waſte, (Sed vide the (Caſe whether the 
Queſtion was voluntary Waſte or not.) N v. the 
Earl of Derby 20 Feb. 4 Ann. per Cowper C. A Bill to be 
relieved againſt 2 Forſeiture of a Copyhold by felling 
of Timber; there the Queſtion was, if the Timber 
was employed in the Repairs of the Copyhold or not? 


And after an Ejectment brought, and one Verdict for 


the Copyholder, and another Verdict for the Lord, the 
Copyholder was relieved in Equity; upon Payment of 


the full Value of the Timber felled, and the Coſts of 


Law, and in Equity, he was reſtored to the Poſſeſſion 
of the Copyhold. 

Cudmore v. Raven in Chance, A Quaker Copy holder 
refuſed todo Fealty ; the Lord ſeiſed for the Forfeiture, 


and the Quaker was relieved. In the principal Caſe of 
Cox v. Higford, Harcourt C. diſmiſſed the Bill, but 


that was upon the ſpecial Circumſtances, it appearing 
that there had been thirty Years Obſtinacy in the Te- 
rant, and Refuſal to repair, and do Homage, and that 
the Lord had made ſeveral Offers &c. if he would re- 

pair, &c. 
Fhiſthr v. Cage, per Coventry C. S. a Surrender 
made and preſented in Court, but a Forfeiture inſiſted 
on, becauſe the Surrender was not made to two Te- 
nants of the Manor ; the Plaintiff was relieved paying 
the Fine, and the Lord paid Coſts. Shelly v. Maſon, 
Bgr Coventry C. S. A Forfeiture inſiſted on for leaſing 
without Licence, the Copyholder was relieved, and 
the Lord decreed to account for the Profits, and re- 
ſtore the Poſſeſſion. Lucas v. Pennington, the Caſes of 
Cox v. Brown, and Marſh v. Fuller were cited, where 
an Entry for Non-payment of Rent by Copyholders 
2 Was

was relieved againſt in this Court on Payment of the 
Rent. | 
Counſel for Defendants argued, that at Law this is 
2 Forfeiture, and that two Points were conſidered in 
the Caſe. . 

Firſt, If the Court can relieve at all in ſuch a Caſe? 

Secondly, If it be reaſonable to do it in the preſent 
Caſe? . 

This is different from the common Caſe of Forfei- 
tures for Non- payment of Rent or Money, which are 
Matters depending on the Agreement of the Parties, 
and for which, if a Circumſtance is ſlipt &c. a Com- 
penſation may be made. Here the Copyholder is by 
Cuſtom but a Tenant at Will, and his Leaſe without 
Licence is a Determination of his Will, and conſe- 
quently of his Eſtate ; ſo as to relieve here is in Effect 
to relieve againſt a Cuſtom, and totally alter the Na- 
ture of the Copyholder's Eſtate. The Caſe of Cox & 
Breton cited for Plaintiff had ſpecial Circumſtance ; 
the Aſſignment of the Leaſe there (which makes the 
Forfeiture) was made for Payment of Debts, and that 
was the Reaſon the Court there relieved againſt the 
Forfeiture, The Caſe at Law likeſt to this is, where 
Tenant for Life makes a Feoffment, or levies a Fine, 
the Reaſon of the Forfeiture is, for that the "Tenant 
takes upon him to grant a larger Eftate than his In- 
tereſt will bear. The Caſe of Morgan v. Scudamore 
was no more, than whether the Lord ſhould be at Li- 
berty to ſet what Fine he pleaſed, or be teſtrained dy the 
Court where the Fine was arbitrary, and the Lord was 
limited by the Court to two Years Value, As to the 
Cafe of Thomas v. Porter, Chan. Caſes 95. there was 
ſome Difference about the Value of the Timber felPd ; 
but the Chancellor declared he would not relieve in 
Caſe of wilful Waſte, and referred the Cauſe to the Bi- 
ſhop, Defendant, though he afterwards directed an Iſ- 
ſue to try if the primary Intention of felling the Tim- 
ber was to do Waſte, or as the Order was worded, to 


ry whether the Waſte is wilful or not; and Plaintiff 
was 
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was relieved upon the ſecond Verdict for him. Cty 
v. Higford was of permiſſive Waſte, | 

This Caſe is very ftrong againſt Relief upon the 
Circumftances of it ; for Plaintiff in 1694, made ng 
leſs than 3 Leaſes without Licence, and it is in Proof 
he endeavoured to make a Mutiny among the Tenant 
of the Manor, by diſſuading the Homage from pre. 
ſenting Perſons who had felPd Timber, which are very 
great Aggravations in the Caſe, | 

And as the Law is with Defendants, and there are 
no Precedents in Equity of Relief in ſuch Caſes, and 
if there were, theſe Aggravations would exempt this 


| Caſe from thoſe Rules, there ought to be no Relief 
here. It was alſo urged by Mr. Mead for Defendants, 


that as this Caſe was, Plaintiff was not proper for Re- 
lief in Equity. That this Caſe did not come within 
any of the Rules touching Relief againſt Forfeitures in 
this Court. The moſt general Rule that he could find 
was laid down in Cox and Ryfell's Caſe, 2 Vent. 352. 
that a Forfeiture ſhould not bind where a Thing may 
be done afterwards, or a Compenſation made for it; 
as where the Condition is to pay Money, or the like, 
and the Relief given in that Caſe was on the Want of 
a Circumſtance only ; and as to the Cafes of Relief 
againſt Conditions of Re-entry for Non-payment of 
Rent, and of Mortgages forfeited, &c. they have 
gone upon this, that ſuch Conditions are as Penalties, 
againſt which this Court will relieve ; but there are 
many Caſes where a Court of Equity will not give Re- 
lief againſt Forfeitures ; as the Caſe of Bertie and Lord 
Falkland, per Somers C. and afterwards in Dom” Proc. 
where the Condition is precedent to the veſting of the 
Eſtate, this Court will not relieve againſt the Breach 
thereof, though in many Caſes it will relieve againſt a 
Condition ſubſequent by which an Eftate is to be di- 
veſted, becauſe that falls under the Rule of Compenſa- 
tion, and ſuch Conditions are not favoured. So was 
the Caſe of Fry v. Porter, Chan. Caſes 138. Mod. Rep. 
300. per Bridgman C. S. aſſiſted with the . 
* clic

Relief was refuſed againſt the Breach of a Condition. 
It is a ſtronger Caſe here, becauſe the Condition here 
is annexed to the Eſtate by Law, and not by Act of 
the Party, and if therefore Relief ſhould be given in 
this Caſe, it would be to make a new Law ; for by 
the Law a Copyholder is no more than a Tenant at 
Will, ſubje& to the Cuſtoms of the Manor, which if 
he breaks, his Eſtate is by Law forfeited, It is true, 
(according to the Caſe of Ford and Haſtins, Cro. 368. 
and 1/e/ttwick's Caſe, 4 Co. 28. b.) that Chancery can 
alone compel the Lord to hold a Court for the Admiſ- 
ſion of a Copyholder ; ſo this Court has relieved where 
a Lord and his Steward had by a Fraud got a Freehol- 
der to be admitted, as by Copy of Court-Roll, as in 
the Caſe of Hammond v. Ringe, per Parker C. but in 
the Caſe of Smith and Ux. v. Dean and Chapter of St. 
Paul's, and Rugle, per Fefferies C. and reported in 
Parl. Caſes 67. A Bill was brought to compel the 
Lord of a Manor to receive a Petition in Nature of a 
Writ of falſe Judgment, to reverſe a Recovery in the 
Court of the Manor, whereby an Eftate-tail was barred 
under which the Plaintiff claimed; the Bill was diſ- 
miſled, and the Diſmiſſion affirmed in Dom? Proc'. 
there is no Caſe where a Copy holder has come for Re- 
lief againſt a Forfeiture but upon equitable Circum- 
ſtances z and in this Caſe all the Plaintiff's Equity is, 
as he ſets it out in his original Bill, that the Leaſes 
were made by Miſtake, &c, and in his ſupplemental 
Bill, that the Leaſes were made by the Under-ſteward 
of the Manor, and he offers to pay Coſts at Law, and 
in Equity, to be relieved; now as to the Pretence of 
Ignorance, or Miſtake, the Copyholder is bound to take 
Notice of the Tenure at all Events. As to the Caſe 
of Naſh v. The Earl of Derby, there were equitadle 
Circumſtances ; ſo in the Caſe of Cudmore v. Raven, 
of the Quaker's refuſing to do Fealty, and thereupon 
the Lord entered for the Forfeiture ; probably there 
were ſoine ſuch Circumſtances, for the Lord might be 
aware of his Perſuaſion, and might take an unjuſt Ad- 


vantage, and Conditions annexed te Copy holds ſeem 
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in the Eye of the Law to be different from thoſe an. 
nexed to Freeholds ; as in the Caſe in Hardres ; that 
the King cannot take Advantage of the Forfeiture of 
a Copyhold Eſtate in Caſe of Treaſon, becauſe the 
King cannot be admitted as Tenant to any Lord. 

As this Caſe is compoſed of many Ingredients of For. 
feiture, among which are voluntarily waſte, and a]. 
tering the Boundaries, thoſe go to the Disinheriſon of 
the Lord, and the Deſtruction of his Eſtate and Ma. 
nor; eſpecially when, as in this Caſe, they are repeated, 
and the Caſes where Relief has been given are gene- 
rally of one ſingle Act of Forfeiture, and that exte- 
nuated by equitable Circumſtances ; but beſides all the 
Reſt *tis in Proof here, that the Plaintiff, Sir Hen 
Peachy, has excited the Tenants at ſeveral Courts to 
break the Cuſtom of the Manor, Sc. by declaring 
that they were Badges of Slavery, and that he was for 
Liberty, and the like. And he mentioned a Caſe ci- 
ted by Attorney General, as decreed in the Dutchy 
Court, where they would not relieve againſt a Forfei- 
ture for ploughing up an ancient Meadow, and con- 
cluded that this Caſe did not come within the Reaſons 
of Relief upon the Foot of Compenſation. 

Reply by Cheſhire Serjeant : He cited the Caſe in 
1 Rol. Abr. $54. Piers v. Alevy and Home, reported 
in Owen 641, Lee 126. Huſband ſeiſed in Right of 
his Wife, for Life of the Wife, infeoffs another to the 
Feoffee, his Heirs and Aſſigns, ad ſolum Opus et Uſum 
of the Wife during her Life; it is there doubted if 
this be a Forfeiture, becauſe of the laſt Words, (du- 
ring her Life,) which ſeems applicable to the whole 
Sentence precedent, ut res magis valeat quam pereat; 


but he ſubmitted, ſuppoſing that to be a Forfeiture at | 


Law, if this Court would not relieve againſt it, and 
put the Caſe of Tenant for Life levying a Fine ſur 
conuſance de droit come ceo, &c. and declaring the Uſes 
of it by Deed precedent or ſubſequent, to be ſuch as 
Tenant for Life might lawfully make, if the Rever- 
fioner in that Caſe ſxould enter for the Forfeiture, 
whether this Court would not relieve againſt it, 10 
.

Mr. Talbot inſiſted in his Reply for Plaintiff, that 
there were diverſe Inſtances of Relief given here againſt 
the Breach of a Condition by Copyholders, viz. Re- 
lief given in Caſe of Non-payment of a Fine, that is, 
Relief againſt the Breach of a Condition in Law. 
In the Caſe of Cox v. Higford there was this Circum- 
ſtance againſt Plaintiff, that he came here for Relief 
after the Lord had been 9 Years in Poſſeſſion under the 
Forfeiture, and though the Leaſe by the Copyholder 
be a Diſſeiſin to the Lord, yet it is ſo but at his Elec- 
tion, and the Fine for the Leaſe is capable of being aſ- 
certained ſo as the Lord may have a Recompence. 

As to the Objection that the Leaſe is a Determination 
of the Will of the Copy holder, and conſequently of the Te- 
nancy, it is poſſible when the Tenants were meer Te- 
nants at Will it might be ſo underſtood, but Time and 
judicial Determinations have charged the Nature of 
their Intereſt, and they have ſomething very near, if 
not properly an Inheritance; and as to the Caſe of 
Tenant for Life making a Feoffment, it is hard to 
imagine that he can do it without intending to preju- 
dice the Inheritance, which may therefore incapacitate 
for Relief; but a Copy holder that looks upon himſelf 
as Owner of the Inheritance on ſuch Grounds, cannot 
be ſuppoſed to have any ſuch View in leaſing, eſpeci- 
ally when the Leaſe takes Notice that the Lands are 
Copyhold, as in the preſent Caſe, and ſince the Leaſe 
is only a Diſſeiſin to the Lord at his own Election. 

Reſolutio Curie ; a Copyholder is conſidered at Law 
a3a Tenant at Will to all Purpoſes, except the Con- 
tinuance of his Eſtate, but it is true, there have been 
many favourable Reſolutions for the Benefit of the Co- 
pyholder, by which he has got an eſtabliſhed Eſtate, 


and the Lord cannot determine his Will otherwiſe than. 


as the Cuſtom allows; formerly the "Tenant was to 
perform all his Services while he continued Tenant, 
which was at the Lord's Will; but the Will cannot 
row be determined but where the Cuſtom doth allow 
it ſo to be, and in the Cate of Tenant's making 2 
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greater Eſtate than he lawfully may, that doth deter. 
mine his Will; for it is an Uſurpation upon the Right 
of the Lord ; and the Caſes of Tenant for Life leaſing 
pur auter vie, or Tenant for a great Number of Year, 
leaſing for Life, have been held Forfeitures, not from 
any Notion of their intending Damage to the Inheri- 
tance, but as it is a Quitting or Diſclaiming their an- 
cient Right, which is thereby determined ; and this is 
the Caſe here, Now the Queſtion is, what there is 


to relieve upon in Equity in this Caſe ? To fay this is 
a hard Law is to repeal it here ; it has been admitted 


on the Part of the Plaintiffs, that in the Caſe of waſte, 
where the Place waſted and treble Damages are reco- 
vered, there can be no Relief, though the treble Da- 
mages are more than a ſufficient Recompence to the 
Reverſioner; but that they ſay is by a Statute Law; 
it is true, but there is no Difference in a Common 
Law Caſe, if there were, it would confound the Law; 


it is true, in Caſes where the Condition is annexed as a 


Security to have a Thing done, this Court can relieve 
in Caſe of Non-performance, becauſe the Thing may 


be done though not perhaps at the ſame Day or Place, 
Oc. the Party for whoſe Benefit the Thing is to be 


done has all that he in Conſcience can aſk ; but thi 
Caſe cannot come under the Notion of a Compenſa- 
tion ; the Lord here is not hurt, ſo cannot be made 
Amends, but it ſtands on the Foot of the Nature of 
the Tenant's Eſtate. This Court has relieved againſt 
Forfeitures for Non-payment of a Fine, or of Rent by 
the Copyholder ; the Forfeiture there is conſidered only 
as a Security to the Lord for his Fine, or his Rent, 


and the Thing is done in Effect and made up as advan- 


tageouſly for the Party, though it varies in Circum- | 
ſtance of Time, Place or the like; nor can the Law 
in this Caſe of Forfeitures be called a harſh Law for 
the Copy holders, becauſe it has given them in other 
Things ſo many Advantages, Sc. This Cafe is 
ſtronger than any that have been mentioned, it makes 
nothing for the Plaintiff that the Lord's Steward was a

Witneſs to the Leaſe, for it is not pretended that he 
was ſo with the Duke of Somerſet's Notice, and the 
Plaintiff indeed put Confidence in him, but not the 
Defendants, and it would be ſtrange if his Acts ſhould 
be conſtrued to prejudice thoſe who did not truſt him ; 
here have been no leſs than three Leaſes made at diffe- 
rent Times, and it won't avail that it is taken Notice 
of in the Leaſes, that the Lands are Copyhold, ſo long 
as the Ground of the Forfeiture is the Tenant's granit- 
ing a larger Eſtate than he ean grant without Licence 
from the Lord; and it is certain that a Repetition of 
theſe Acts would in Time deſtroy the Manor; and the 
Plaintiff's Diſcourſes (which are proved) exciting the 
Tenants to get rid as it were of their baſe Tenure, is 
a Circumſtance againſt him, I ſee no equitable Cir 
eumſtance in this Caſe to vary it from what it would 
be at Law; it was proper enough for the Plaintiff to 
come here to diſcover what were the Forfeitures in- 
ſited on, that he might be prepared at a Trial to de- 
fend againſt them, but now that Diſcovery is had, it is 
merely at Law upon the Queſtion, Forfeiture or no 
Forfeiture? I cannot relieve the Plaintiffs; Sir Henry

And Heriot Cuſtom is only due by Cuſtom Time out

Heriot Service is extinct by Purchaſe or Parcel, but 
not Heriot Cuſtom. Co. Lit. 149. b. 

It hath been made a Queſtion, Whether the Lord 
may ſeize for Heriot Service? but *tis agreed, he ma 
ſeize for Heriot Cuſtom. Plawd. 96. a. vide Cro.

In the Caſe of Moodland and Mantel it is ſaid, 
The Lord may ſeize for Heriot Service: But Ander- 
fon 1. p. 298, 299, faith, He ought to diſtrain, and 
not to ſeize; and in Cro.
